WASHINGTON—The Democrats are looking forward to the coming November elections with com- 
plete confidence in their ability to retain control of both the House and the Senate. After reviewing 
the situation party leaders are agreed that the outlook at this time is about as good as could be ex- 
pected. What they are relying on chiefly is the tide of popularity reflected in the 1948 Presidential 
election and the special elections of last year, which showed Democratic sentiment in the ascendency. 
They believe the tide is still running in their favor. 


The elections this year will see all 435 mem- 
bers of the House and slightly more than a third 
of the Senate facing the polls. Because of the 
large majority the Democrats hold in the lower 
chamber, it is virtually conceded on all sides that 
the Republicans have little hope of upsetting the 
control there. Even the Republicans talk only 
of reducing the size of the majority rather than 
of winning control. 

Republicans are pinning their hopes largel) 
on the Senate because of the closer division be- 
tween the two parties there. But here again 
the prospects do not seem to favor them as much 
as they do the Democrats. Senate Democratic 
leaders are currently discussing election cam- 
paign plans which they hope will yield them a 
gain of three to six Republican seats, whereas 
the best the Republicans can see at this time is 
a gain of about two Democratic seats. 


Hence, if the measure of optimism found 


in the Senate is 54 to 42 in 
in power. In the elections 
thirty-five Senators will 


that eleven of their expiring seats come 
either from states of the Solid South of others 
where the party is strongly entrenched. — 
The states where ublicans come up for

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Georgia's 
Tax Problems 


(Ralph McGill is on vacation. During 
tribute guest columns in this space. Today’s 
is by Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin.) £ 


Ralph McGill is away on a two-week vacation and invited me 
to do a piece for him on the State’s fiscal problems and tax needs. 
I am happy to oblige and I hope Ralph enjoys himself far removed 
from the exacting duties and requirements of editing a big. city 
newspaper. : 

I said I was glad to oblige, but I should have said I am happy 
to try, for writing on the State’s fiscal problems and tax needs is 
a whale of a subject to cover at one sitting. It is like trying to 


write something good about sin. 
Needs In every organized society, a part of what is spent for 
the goods and services men desire is spent by individuals 
on a basis of individual choice. 
spent collectively, by government, sup for the general good. 
In recent years the term “general good” or “general welfare” has 
com in for considerable discussion. It means many things to:many 
people. 7 ee 
Georgia’s original tax structure was based on taxing tangible 
property and land: Changes have come about. Industrial devel- 
opment and the demands on the government by the people are re- 
sponsible for ‘most of these changes: Georgia, along with. other 
States, began to follow the example of the Federal Government. 


. Just as the Federal Government encroached more and more upon 


the taxable wealth within the several States, so did the States, to 
a lesser degree, reach into the counties and.cities to get much- 
needed additional revenue to carry out programs of public service. 
Expansion These present-day programs, which call for. ex- 

panded State services in education, public welfare, 
public health and highways are of grave concern because new 
sources of revenue must be found and new methods of taxation 
employed if they are to be financed with a degree of satisfaction. 
_ While counties and municipalities have, for the most part, con- 
tinued to rely on the advalorem tax as the chief source of revenue, 
the State has found this revenue to be inadequate. Over a period 
of years, to a basic property tax the State has added excise taxes 
on motor fuels, tobaccos, spirituous liquors and malt beverages; 
a tax on insurance premiums and, as time moved on, to this struc- 
ture was added a tax on individual incomes and a levy on corpora- 
tion income profit. In addition, the State has piled on several hun- 
dred special taxes which are commonly referred to as nuisance 


taxes. 
Revision Much has been said about tax revision. Tax revision 
" to me means streamlining the State’s tax structure 
and giving it a dry cleaning at the same time. By that I mean to 
take off the many patches from the-crazy quilt and give these 
patches to the cities and counties. They will find little revenue 
in them, but it will satisfy the demands of many dissatisfied people. 
In my opinion, if the State were to eliminate approximately 200 
of the so-called nuisance taxes, the revenue lost to the State would 
not exceed $2,000,000. Countless taxable items in the present gen- 
eral tax act would be of concern only to counties and municipalities. 
Most of these items found their way into the general tax act, not 
because of their value as revenue raisers, but because of some spe- 
cific regulation desired. As an example, take the tax on itinerant 
mule dealers. Any proposal jn the past to repeal that tax brought 
immediate and vehement protest from the mule dealers of Atlanta 
(the second largest mule market in the world, according to His 
Honor, Mayor William B. Hartsfield). 

“Don’t you know,” they said, “why we want this tax? 
be used as a check on gypsy mule traders.” 

I haven’t seen any gypsies in several years and a good mule in 
Southwest Georgia today won’t bring as much money as a second- 
hand portable typewriter, so I guess it will be all right to abrogate 
the tax on itinerant mule dealers. There are countless other spe- 
cial license taxes of similar nature, too numerous to mention here. 

There is a proposal that the State retire from the prop- 
P roperty erty tax field. I favor the plan, provided thé cities 
and counties take up the slack and use this revenue where it will 
do the most good. 

It is slightly less than $7,000,000 now and if it is properly utilized 
by the cities and counties the taxpayers will receive no relief. In 
fact, I see no immediate relief on the horizon for any taxpayer. 
One erroneous conception is the idea that if the State gets out of 
the ad valorem field it will mean freedom from all ad valorem taxes. 
That should be made plain to every citizen. It only means that 
the State will give up part or all of the present five mills it is now 
collecting on property. ) 4 

Let’s have tax revision by eliminating all nuisance taxes first. 
Let’s tighten our belts and cut State costs wherever possible. Rigid 
economy won’t hurt us any in Georgia: The total revenue of Geor- 
gia in the fiscal year of 1941-42 was $70,000,000. It is $110,000,000 
plus today. I am not an advocate of a $175,000,000 annual budget 
in this State because I am not sure that we can afford it. 

After we have tried rigid economy in State government and 
have called on the cities and counties to bear their just share of 
the costs of an expanded school program, public welfare and public 
health and then’ if we still can’t make ends meet, we can find an- 
other tax to place on the shoulders of the people of Georgia. Taxes 
are easier to talk about than they are to raise. Everybody wants 
them provided the other fellow pays them. 
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The Scandal in Defense 


WASHINGTON—It is a little hard to convey, to a naturally 
peaceable people, the real meaning of the defense “economies” in 
the -President’s new budget. This is particularly true when the 
Secretary of Defense himself publicly asserts that defense savings 
are being “made without any reduction in our state of prepared- 
ness,” as Louis Johnson recently told the National Manufacturers’ 
Association. 

Fortunately, however, there is one very easy way to show what 
a gross deception is now being practiced. Consideration has recently 
been given to revising the capabilities plan of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff to provide for withdrawal from Japan, Okinawa and. perhaps 
the Philippines in case of war. This is how far we have come under 


Louis Johnson’s “economy” program. 
Plan The process of impairment of our security began in the 
Autumn of 1948,‘ when President Truman rejected the 
pleas of the late Secretary of Defense James V. Forrestal, to imple- 
ment the Joint Chiefs’ requirements plans. The JCS requirements 
plan is what its name implies—a plan setting forth the minimum 
requirements for fully defending this country and the free world 
from potential Soviet aggression. 

The decision of the President’s threw us back, defense-wise, on 
the Joint Chiefs’ capabilities plan. This plan. is also what its name 
implies—the JCS plan for doing the best we can with what we 
have, in event of sudden war. The available American combat 
strength, present and in prospect, is being progressively whittled 
away by Johnsonian “economies,” thus the capabilities plan has 
to be continuously revised. As reported in this space, all hopes of 
holding in the Mediterranean was sacrificed some time ago. 

Our naval weakness in the Pacific has now caused the war- 
time fate of our garrisons in Japan and Okinawa to be called in 
question (which makes Secretary Johnson’s project for a Formosa 
adventure look pretty sick}. Our Pacific Navy is hardly stronger 
than at the time of Pearl Harbor. This might not matter, since 
there is no Japanese navy to oppose us. What is really far worse 
is the fact that only the smallest beginning is being made on the 
task of combating the new, high-speed, radar-proof German subma- 
rine which the Soviet Union is building in quantity. 

It is true that Admiral Forrest Sherman has sen- 


Submarines sibly concentrated his efforts on improving the 
Navy’s anti-submarine capabilities, which are now hopelessly inade- 
quate. But the task is enormous, and enormously expensive. It 
cannot possibly be done, on any important scale, within the frame- 
work of the Defense Department’s “economy” policy. 

Continued penny-pinching on our antisubmarine effort plus 
soviet submarine development, can add up to only one outcome. 


’ The trans-Pacific lines of communication will be indefensible. Our 


Japanese and Okinawa garrisons will be cut off and left exposed. 
The trans-Pacific positions will become untenable. _. 

Very likely the existence of the problem will be denied and the 
problem will be handled as was that of the Philippines and Guam 
before the last war.

And then there’s Sen. Kenneth McKellar, 
Democrat, of Tennessee, who writes the longest 
piece of all; but then he’s been around for a long 
time. He tells his part in getting without cost 
to the U. S. or his home State, either, a bridge 
across the Mississippi at Memphis in 1912. He 
reveals his efforts to get the first airmail route 
(between New York and Washington) established 
and he reports frankly on the mighty mystery

Secretly he got that astronomical sum 
appropriated for the first atom bomb, by 
sticking a few millions here and a few there 
in an assortment of money bills.

A Timetable bor Action 


A consolidation of governmental functions such as proposed by the Local Gov- 
ernment Commission’s “Plan of Improvement” for Atlanta and Fulton County in- 
volves many complex legal problems as weil as those of an administrative and fi- 


nancial nature. 


For instance, the Commission figures that even if the people ap- 


proved the plan in a referendum this year it would take until 1951 for the necés- 


sary eiabling legislation to be passed so the plan could be put into operation in 1952. 


Here is the time-table the Commission has sug- 
gested whereby the plan could be made operative 
at the earliest possible date: 


To begin with the Fulton and DeKalb dele 
gations would have to get this legislation ap- 
proved in this month’s session of the General 
Assembly: | 


1. A bill providing for a vote in the next gen- 
eral elections on constitutional amendments au- 
thorizing the General Assembly to put certain 
parts of the Plan of Improvement into effect. 


2. A bill providing for a 1950 referendum 
wherein the people of the areas affected would 
vote whéther they want the Plan of Improvement 
or not. 


3. Bills to permit the consolidation of the Ful- 
ton County Tax Assessor’s and Tax Collector’s 
offices into that of a Tax Commissioner, and to 
permit a property appraisal survey and authorize 
development of uniform personnel standards for 
Atlanta and Fulton employees. 


The Commission’s legal advisers figured. that 
four Constitutional amendments would be neces- 
sary. One would permit the City school system 
to take over County school property in the new 
City area. Another would permit a joint City- 
County planning and zoning board.

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A third would permit the Fulton County tax 
receiver to accept Atlanta tax returns in the 
Atlanta part of the County. A fourth, and the 
one likely to meet the most opposition, would

If and when this first enabling legislation 
would be obtained, the Commission recommends 
the setting up of a property appraisal survey 
this Spring and the establishment a a joint City- 
County committee to develop uniform personnel 
standards. 


Then would come the big vote in the Fall of 
1950 with local ae on the Plan of Improve- 
ment itself and Statewide voting on the permis- 
sive constitutional amendments. 


If the entire: plan and the constitutional 
amendments were approved by the voters, the 
next step would be passage of final legislation 
by the General Assembly in February, 1951, pro- 
viding for the Plan of Improvemént to go into 
effect as of Jan. 1, 1952. 


The Spring of 1951 would see the initiation of 
a Joint Performance Committee to prepare for 
transfers, consolidations and other changes. 


In the Fall of 1951 theré would be held special 
elections to name Councilmen, Aldermen and 
school board members from the two — 
new city wards. 


In November and December of 1951 the 
City and County Governments would start 
budgeting for the calendar year 1952 on the 
basis of the Atlanta Health Department be- 
ing transferred to the County, and the County 
police, fire, parks and fecreation, and airport 
activities shifted te the City. The Sanitary 
Division of the Fulton County Public Works 
Department would be moved to a new 
Atlanta Department of Sanitation. Inspec- 
tien Departments of the County would be 
transferred to the City.

Do you find yourself getting all wrapped up in a subject? 

That being the case, turn to the latest chapter on Claire Mc- 
Cardell’s new collection. And let yourself go. If you wear these 
clothes at all this year, you’ll be wrapped up in them. There is 
no other way out—or in. 

McCardell, who may or may not have been understudying at 
gift-wrapping departments during the past Christmas season, has 
pretty well duplicated some of their best efforts. 

Anyway, she has gone on ft more and (in some cases) better 
bindings in her Spring and Summer designs for Townley, shown 
here Tuesday by the New York Press Institute. 

The McCardell technique is smooth this year, if not entirely 
subtle. Generally her bindings—often in the form of thin pencil- 
mark pipings—begin at midriff, high under the bustline, and 
extend almost to midhip. Occasionally, they start at the neckline 
and wander, insouciantly, down, crossing and recrossing as many 
as six or eight times, encircle the waist a few more 
times, then brush themselves off in a tight little knot. However, 
if you recall the usual McCardell neckline, these don’t have too 
far to go to reach their destination. One feckline, in particular, 
was memorable by its absence—just.one uninterrupted slash from 
chin to, well not exactly shin. But its descent was too fast for an 
untrained eye to follow. 

Under these _ throng-like 
bindings you were likely to 
find almost any fabric, nude- 
toned nylon tricot, sheer as 


finer, closer and with less 
depth, imparting an iridescent 
quality to a solid fabric. 


Rosenstein’s clothes are ef- 
fortless, unhurried and seem to 
flow, easily and smoothly over 
the body, slender but not rigid. 
Obviously, they are not confus- 
ed, which is a relief. Not all is 
quiet serenity here, however. 
Occasionally a hipline will 
swing away from tradition and 
turn up with high-placed, built- 
out pockets, low cuff folds or 
a neat row of finely tucked 
pleats that release just below 
the hipline. A giant smocking 
detail forms a cushiony yoke 
around the hips of a white waf- 
fle pique dress, 

Suit jackets are narrow, mold- 
ed and usually collared in un- 
expected ways. Large collars in 
Quaker curves or, perhaps, a 
big Windsor collar and bow tie 
of white linen on a navy blue 
serge suit with a straight boy- 


as a puff of smoke, tissue 
worsted woolens, thin and 
crisp as cotton ‘broadcloth, 
flowing silk tieprints, heavy, 
willful cotton barathea, bright 
cotton plaids ginghams—and 
pleats. 

Some of the dresses were 
long columns of knife pleats 
from neckline to hemline, and 
entirely sleeveless and others 
had accordion-pleated skirts, 
below tightly moulded tops and 
short leg-o-mutton-type sleeves 
set in wedge-shaped armholes 
cut well above the shoulder. line.

With this hazard out of the 
way, other designers are turn- 


ish jacket above a narrow skirt. 
Suits of silk, heavier than 
shantung, but with the same 
nubby texture, were presented 
by Rosenstein on the year- 
round plan. These are slim, 
impeccably but gently han- 
died, usually with a slight 
rounded outline, widened 
shoulders and a balance of 
built-out pockets at the hip- 
line. Skirts are gored, though 
straight, so that walking is 
possible, not improbable. 

Short capes and jackets 
with wide cape sleeves might 
well replace the traditional 
suit jacket before the season 
is out. One suit combines the 
cape and jacket by the inter- 
esting device of having a huge 
circle of the navy wool fold- 
ed over with armholes at the 
folds. The result is a sort of 
hug-me-tight cape, over a red 
silk blouse and flared skirt. 


Chances are that you’ll want 
to, watch for the return of 


knitted clothes, especially if you 
don’t at the moment have the 


figure that can wear them. | 


You'll just about have the time 
to go on a good, strenuous diet 
and remove any unnecessary 
bulges here and there before 
they hit the stores. Rosenstein 
showed a number of knitted two- 
piece dresses, both ribbed and 
novelty patterns in dark and 
light tones or combinations of 
the two. So did Carnegie, espe- 
cially an almost crisply tailored 
navy knit suit with a darting 
waistline, hip-length jacket and 
notched lapels. 

Sleeves, wherever you find 
them and often you don’t—are 
busy creating their own inter- 
est. Some are long with above- 
elbow fullness or wide and 
chopped off at the elbow. 
Others fit right at the bend of 
the arm and crush up to form 
leg-o-muttons. Some of the 
latter are coupled with sleeve 
extenders, as Carnegie calls 
them. These are button-on ad- 
ditions of white Ifnen, pique or 
organdy that fold back and 
fasten, wing fashion, at the 
shoulder line, or puff out and 
push up just above the wrist.

Other types of pleating that 
are likely to play a. big part 
in your life during the entire 
Spring and Summer seasons 
are broomstick pleats, which 
McCardell uses in a lot of her 
finely checked or tiny printed 
cotton play clothes.

In Persia recently, a gnarled old peasant wove the last 
thread in a rug, and called the townspeople in to see it. 
They had been waiting for this moment for years, had 
talked of this rug, and even the newspapers had run stories 


on it. 

The rug was a museum piece. The border looked like fine in- 
laid work, with its ivory background and details of sapphire blue 
and coral. The medallion in the center was like a lovely dinner 
ring, oval-shaped, made of from 50 to 60 colors. 

. The rug was the peasant’s life work. For 20 years he’d worked 
on it, making 10 cents a day. An artist spent a year working out 
the design and the color pattern, and the rug-maker had spent three 
years spinning the yarn by hand, and dyeing the wool. 

| The rug is valued at $3,000, and is part of the collection of 
Stephen Philibosian and Russell Walker, which is being shown at 
a local department store this week. Philibosian, who for many years 
had a store here, was born in Turkey where he made rugs for a 


white and learned to appreciate the tremendous artistry and crea-. 


tive power of the rug-maker. 

Now an importer of rugs, with offices in Philadelphia and New 
York, Philibosian has almost a religious fervor for his work and 
talks about *t with a hypnotic charm. 

. He believes firmly that an Oriental rug can be the basis for an 
@ntire decorating scheme, saying that they are in reality compara- 
bie to a painting, full of creative pride and years of labor. “No two 
of them are ever alike,” he says, “and thus they make for a com- 
pletely individual and original decor.” 
' Philibosian believes that an Oriental rug is comparable to an 
erdinary rug only as the classics are comparable to jazz.

them, lay them flat on table, 
with right sides together and 
correct, if you had a little too 
much ess on top, you may 
have to trim off a little of the 
sleeve—about % or \% inch, 
that is, if you want it to be 
smooth and flat.

Now this 
sounds silly to go into all this, 
but one is so anxious to get that 
garment actually sewed up that 
she sits right down to the ma- 
chine and starts to sew, then she 
says, “What in the world is the 
matter with this seam?” and 
there you have to go-back and 
do all this anyway.. Nothing is 
so discouraging at. to have to go 
back and do over. ‘ 

Now, with that machine all 
ready start to stitch. Take the 
waist and stitch, just inside, if 
you want a tight fit, or just 
outside if you want a loose (or 
easy) fit—of the basting, re- 
move basting and press nicely 
—then stitch a row of loose 
stitches around the waist line 
and at the neck line to keep 
the neck from stretching.

Declarer’s technique had not 
been sound. The desire for a 
possible overtrick should have 
been subordinated to the more 
important consideration of ob- 
taining complete safety for the 
contract. 

The jack of diamonds was 
opened and won with the queen. 
Holding nine trumps declarer 
played for the drop of the queen 
and succeeded. The club finesse 
was tried and when this failed 
declarer was faced with the 


problem of losing only two | 


spade tricks. In the hope that 
West held the 16 of spades, the 
nine was finessed in. dummy 
and when this lost the contract 
went on the rocks. “That was 
hard luck, partner. I lost two 
finesses. Had they both worked 
I would have made an over 
trick.” 


With a holding such as the 
spade suit contained, an effort 
should be. made to compel the 
opposition to lead that suit, in 
which’case one trick must be 
won regardless of the distribu- 
tion. 

After trumps are out, the dia- 
monds should be cashed and 
the small club discarded from 
dummy. Now the ace of clubs 
is cashed and the queen led. It 
matters not who wins the tricks, 
for that opponent will be com- 
pelled to lead a spade. If a dia- 
mond or a club is returned it 
will be ruffed in dummy and
